A. Selman, the attending. physician, 
said that he visited Miss Stephens a 
few minutes before death and was 
present at the end, but that he did not 
attach any importance to a_ small 
bruise on her forehead, not having 
heen told of the blow. Members of 
the family said that Miss Stephens 
lived for about an hour after the in- 
cident. Those testifying include her 
brother-in-law. O. FE. Lasiter, and her 
sister, Mrs. Dora Wesley. 

Miss Stephens was employed as a 
stenogranher by the Baptist home 
mission board for a number of years, 
but had been unable to work during 
most of the last 10 months. She had 
taken care of her nephew ever since 
he was a baby, it was said. 

Lasiter, who said he has been doing 
the cooking and housekeeping in Miss 
Stephens’ home since she was con- 
fined to bed. told how the spinster 
took her brother’s son and raised him 
from a boy of six months to a young 
man. serving as his foster-mother.

INSURANCE ASSETS 
SHOW WIDE GAIN 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(7)— 
Bradford H. Walker, Virginia in- 
surance executive, told the conven- 
tion of the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents today that 
assets of American life insurance 
companies will have increased 
$381,000,000 by the end of 1933. 

The estimated total for the end 
of the year is $21,135.000,000, 
said’ Walker. He is president of 
the Life Insurance Company of 
Virginia, whose head offices are in 
Richmond. 

“In our great national emer- 
gency,” he said, “the institution 
of life insurance, by steadfastly ad- 
hering to its primary function, 
protection, successfully conserved 
the welfare of thousands of wid- 
ows, orphans and other depend- 
ents, as well as of aged _ policy 
holders themselves. ning 


NEW YORK, Dee. 7.—(4)—Pay- 
ments to policy holders and_ bene- 
ficiaries by American life insurance 
companies will break all records this 
year, Chairman Fred A. Howland told 
the twenty-seventh annual convention 
of the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents today. 

By the end of the year about 33,- 
100,000,000 will have been paid in the 
form of death claims, matured endow- 
ments, annuities, surrender’ values, 
dividends and disability benefits. 

Howland, who is president of the 
National Life InsurancesCompany, of 
Montpelier, Vt., disclosed that this 
sum is slightly larger than payments 
last year, when all previous records 
were broken. Of the 1933 total, he 
said, $2,175,000,000 = goes 
policy holders and $925,000,000 to 
widows, orphans and other  bene- 
ficiaries. 

Current conditions have emphasized 
life insurance’s place as a trustworthy 
reserve in time of stress, he said. 

“The test has been severe,” he add- 
ed, “but the response has been ade- 
quate.” 

Despite the depression, he declared, 
the volume of life insurance in force 
at the end of the year will be about 
$95,000,000.000, only 5 per cent less 
than the $100,154,000,000 in force last 


year.

A Fitting Climax to the Traditional Christmas 
Goose is the Christmas Plum Pudding, 
of Tradition Also. 


Double Boiler Offers Modern Substitute for Old-Fashioned 
Pudding Bag; Plums Are Not a Necessary Ingredient in the 
Modern ‘“‘Plum Pudding,”’ Substitute Your Favorite Fruit. 


One of the most interesting parts 
of the Christmas dinner is the pud- 
ding. Tradition tells us that this 
must be plum pudding, but modern 
dietetics say that it may be any one 
‘of a number of steamed puddings, 
‘similar in form and appearance to 
plum pudding but much easier to di- 
| gest. 

Every child who has ever listened 
to the reading of Dickens’ Christmas 
Carol, knows that Christmas dinner 
is not complete without Tiny Tim's 
Christmas Pudding, which is nothing 
more nor less than a plum pudding.

POPE WILL CANONIZE 
FRENCH GIRL TODAY 


Blessed Soubirous, Founder 
of Lourdes Grotto, To Be 
Sainted. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 7.—@)— 
Pope Pius XI in the presence of a 
huge multitude in St. Peter’s tomor- 
row, will canonize the French girl, 
Bernadette Soubirous, whose visions 
of the Virgin were responsible for 


‘the foundation of the famous Grotto 


of Lourdes. 

Rome is jammed with pilgrims from 
many countries to attend the canon- 
ization. Six special trains brought 
thousands of pilgrims from France, 
some hundreds of them coming from 
the department of Hautes Pyrenees, 
France, where* Bernadette Soubirous 
lived. 

When Pope Pius solemnly an- 
nounces Blessed Soubirous to be Saint 
Bernadette he will have accorded the 
highest ecclesiastical honor to an ex- 
traordinary life. 

Bernadette Soubirous, daughter of 
a poor peasant family, was only 14 
in 1858 when she saw the mysteri- 
ous vision in the hollow of the rock 
called Massabielle. She said she saw 


and talked to a young, beautiful lady. | 


That lady, who told her she was 
the Virgin, appeared to her 18 times 
in all. One day the vision told her 
to drink of a fountain in the grotto 
itself. No one had known of a foun- 
tain in the grotto. But when the 
girl went to fulfill the vision’s com- 
mand, the fountain, it is said, gushed 
forth. 

The apparitions excited the popu- 
lace, and the authorities, wishing to 
prevent disturbances, had guards fol- 
low the girl, and had her examined 
by alienists. The doctors, however, 
pronounced her sane, 

The cult of the grotto grew, after 
Bernadette went to the priests and 
told them the vision had commanded 
that a chapel be built on the spot. 
Thousands of people began to flock 
to the spot. Napoleon III ordered 
the first church built but it was soon 
too small, and another was erected. 

The popes recognized the new cult, 
and Pope Leo XIII authorized a spe- 
cial mass to be recited. 

Lourdes became the most famous 
sanctuary in the world. Tens of mil- 
lions of pilgrims have flocked there,

Illiterate Held Eligible 
To Administer Estate 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec, 7. 
(P)}—Administrators of estates in 
Alabama, the supreme court ruled 
today, are not required to possess 
the ability to read and write. 

The decisions reversed the judg- 
ment of Chilton county probate 
court and declared that Susie Mar- 
cus should be appointed adminis- 
tratrix of the estate of her brother, 
— late A. W. Marcus, of Chil- 
on. 

The supreme court held that al- 
though she could not read or write, 
this did not act as a barrier to her 
rights as administratrix.

MEETING WITH HITLER 


German Official Regards 
Russian’s Action As a 
Studied Reserve. 


BERLIN, Dec. 7.—(#)—Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinoff, of soviet 
Russia, turned a cold shoulder today 
on the editorial wooing of the nazi 
press, and departed for Moscow at 
6:40 p. m. without seeing either Chan- 
cellor Hitler or Foreign Minister Kon- 
stantin Von Neurath., 

Diplomatic circles regarded  Lit- 
vinoff’s failure to contact the Ger- 
man government as an exhibition of 
studied reserve almost tantamount to 
a demonstration. 

“When a man such as Litvinoff 
passes up a chance to confer with the 
heads of a government on whose soil 
he has spent a full day,” one foreign 
diplomat who for more than IO years 
has been a close observer of interna- 
tional affairs, told the Associated 
Press, “that means his aloofness is a 
studied one.” 

Further evidence of studied reserve 
was seen by diplomats in the fact that 
Litvinoff’s visit to Germany en route 
from Rome to Moscow came at a time 
when all Europe was seething with 
diplomatic activity as evidenced by the 
imminent departure of the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian foreign minister, Eduard 
Benes, for Paris, the Russian commis- 
sar’s own visit with Mussolini and 
Foreign Minister Von Neurath’s re- 
port to President Von Hindenburg on 
the foreign political situation. 

According to reliable. advices, Lit- 
vinoff was somewhat chagrined that 
the German press jumped to the con- 
clusion that his visit to Rome was 
connected with an effort to improve 
Russo-German relations through the 
mediation of Mussolini. 

Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, head of the 
nazi party’s foreign political division, 
urged in a startling editorial in a 
Munich newspaper that all animosi- 
ties between Russia and Germany be 
forgotten. The editorial appeared a 
few hours before Litvinoff’s arrival. 

Litvinoff’s decision not to await 
the arrival in Berlin of United States 
Ambassador to Moscow William C. 
Bullitt, who arrived today in Enxg- 
land, also was regarded as indicating 
that he intended to leave Berlin with- 
out according the German authorities 
any opportunity for an _ extended 
meeting.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 7.—(4)— 
Former Senator Edwin S. Broussard 
today addressed a letter to Senator 
M. M. Logan, democrat, Kentucky, re- 
questing the Kentuckian to withdraw 
a statement recently credited to Lo- 
gan which said that ‘both sides’ made 
use of “dummy candidates” in_ the 
1932 senatorial election in Louisiana 
in which Senator John H, Overton 
defeated Broussard, up for re-election. 
Broussard denied that he employed 
the dummy device in his campaign 
against Overton. 

Stating that his opponents had ad- 
vaneed proof tending to show that he 
had used “dummies” in only one ward 
in the state, Broussard said this had 
been done without his knowledge and 
that he had condemned it publicly as 
soon as he learned the facts. 

“Your statement does me a great 
injustice,” Broussard declared, “and 
if you infer by that statement that 
my management had anything to do 
with putting in dummy candidates, I 
wish to tell you that you have not 
read the record and that you have not 
given the time to this question that, 
as a member of the committee, you 
should have given.”

ROOSEVELT MONEY 
SOUND—JOnNSON 


NRA Head Warns Hear- 
ers Not to Let Critics Do 
Thinking for Them. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(#)—The 


soundest money on the face of the 
globe now—or at any other time” by 
Hugh S. Johnson, head of the NRA, 
in an address tonight which he called 
a message for “those who think.” 

“Don’t let anybody do your think- 
ing for you,” he said in discussing 
critics of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. He voiced a characteristically 
worded defense both of the NRA and 
the rest of the Roosevelt program In 
his speech to the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. 

He dwelt ‘again on freedom of the 
press and said the recent charge of 
radio censorship “is a bugaboo out 
of the whole cloth.” 

For the first time in answering 


saying: 

“It may be merely a coincidence 
but nevertheless a fact that, with few 
exceptions, most of the prominent 
newspapers that have been assailing 
the NRA are severely republican in 
their sympathy. 

Newspapers Cited. 

“We could hardly expect that such 
Tribune, the Chicago Tribune, or the 
Chicago Daily News, whose affilia- 
tions and political allegiance have 
never wavered, could be very enthus- 
iastic for a democratic administra- 
tion.” 

Preceding this, he had observed: 

“T am reluctant even to mention 
politics in connection with the mat- 
ters we are discussing, but actually 
I think our republican friends who 
are getting out campaign books assail- 
ing the Roosevelt policies have more 
logic and reason in their ¢ourse than 
any of the other critics. They at 
least have a definite, tangible and un- 
derstandable object.” 

The NRA chief urged the manufac- 
turers not to let the “bullion pundits 
who are now most vocal” or the “‘so- 
called captain of finance who skinned 
the country alive by misnamed securi- 
ties” do their thinking for them. 

“What Do They Propose?” 

“What do those who criticize. the 
president’s monetary policy—on either 
side of the argument—propose? 
Would they have him go to a 100 
per cent gold dollar? There is no 
doubt that the majority sentiment in 
stantly, on the opening of the next 
law that would wreck our economic 
system, 

“Do they now propose a specific 
cut in gold content, and if so what 
cut? Nobody knows. 

“The test he has invented keeps 
everything in his own control. It pre- 
serves the credit of the United States. 
By buying gold, he increases the gold 
reserve in our vaults and—if gold cov- 
erage is an index of the soundness of 
a currency—he increases that cover- 
age and fortifies that soundness... 

“In other words, from every mea- 
sure of currency value—gold cover- 
age, favorably trade balance, balanced 
budget—the Roosevelt dollar is the 
soundest money on the face of the 
globe now—or at any other time.” 

Johnson added that the president 
“is giving the inflationist theory an 
nbsolute test but he is doing it with- 
out jumping into an unmeasured 
abyss, and he should have the sup- 
port of every prudent man in doing 


if. 
Defeat of Republicans. 

“President Roosevelt came in with 
a comprehensive plan. If that plan 
works: if his administration is a suc- 
cess, they (the republicans) will be 
left wandering in the Sinai wilderness 
for 40 years. The only hope of the 
opposition party is to make the 
Roosevelt administration a failure, 
Will you let this outfit do your think- 
ing for you?” 

Johnson listed as indications of ad- 
ministration accomplishments Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor figures that 
4,000,000 were working: codes oper- 
ating: steel industry asking code re- 
moval; textile industry reporting 
doubled payrolls; mills prospering: 
contiguous communities sharing in the 
benefits: New York department 
stores reporting addition of six to 
seven thousand thousand workers, and 
payroll of $7,000,000: two mail-order 
houses with business $8,500,000 above 
October last year.

Flying Lindberghs Expected 
To Turn Homeward Today 


NATAL, Brazil, Dec. 7—@)— 
Anne Morrow Lindbergh revealed to-

plan to return to the United States by 
way of the northwest coast of Brazil 
in time to be home for Christmas, 
In conversation with women ac- 
quaintances in Natal she said they 
planned to fly northward by way of 
Para (Belem), Brazil, and reach New 
York and home in time to spend the 
holidays with their small son. 
Colonel Lindbergh had the big red 
monoplane in which they flew the 


‘south Atlantic from Bathurst, West 


Africa, ready for a take-off, and their 
departure tomorrow was expected, al- 
though this was not confirmed either 
by the flyer or his wife. 

The route via Para is the regular 
path of the Pan-American Airways 
for which Lindbergh is technical ad- 
viser and for which he and Mrs, Lind- 
bergh have spent the last five months 
on an aerial survey of the Atlantic. 

It was apparent at nightfall that 
the Lindbergh plane was ready to 
take off at any time. 


British Consul Scotchbrook, where 
they had spent the night, ate break- 
fast and left the house; the colonel 
to work on his ship and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh to go sight-seeing with Mrs.

AGENCIES UNITED 
FOR RUM CONTROL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(UP)-— 
The government took another step to- 
night toward consolidating various 
federal agencies into a compact unit 
to enforce its liquor regulations’ pro- 
gram and thereby bring President 
Roosevelt and his immediate associ- 
ates into more direct control over the 
entire post-repeal situation. 

Acting Secretary of Treasury Mor- 
genthau today ordered Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Helvering and 
Chief of Secret Service Moran to make 
their reports direct to him in the 
future instead of to Assistant Secre- 
tary Thomas Hewes. Morgenthau ex- 
plained he wanted to keep more di- 
rect contact with department  offi- 
cials, The secret service has little di- 
rect liquor connection, but the reve- 
nue bureau is entrusted with collect- 
ing ljuor taxes. 


As soon .as constitutional probibi- 
tion was repealed Tuesday, Morgen- 
thau ordered the consolidation of the 
bureau of industrial alcohol with in- 
ternal revenue bureau. He changed the 
name of the prohibition enforcement

Constantinople. 

Some call Constantinople a dead 
city because it is the capital of a 
country which has but little territory 


left in Europe. All its European hin- 
terland, in fact, has slowly been cut 
away. Greece, Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Serbia, all fought their way to inde- 
pendence, built their own harbors and 
set up their own banks. Constanti- 
nople has ceased to be the battle- 
ground for the diplomats of Russia 
and France and Germany. It has !ost 
even more of its pre-war glamor by 
Kemal’s transferring the capital to 
Angora. He moved the government of- 
fices and the foreign ambassadors had 
to follow. But he could not move the 
palaces and the fountains, the tre- 
mendous mosques and the castles 
which the Roman emperors built and 
which Byzantine emperors continued 
and after them the great Osmanli sul- 
tans, 

That Constantinople is still there 
tov, that teeming, shouting, oriental 
racket, where east meets west and all 
the languages of the universe are 
spoken. Nor could Kemal remove 
that most marvelous of all harbors, 
the Golden Horn. One’s first glimpse 
of Constantinople is still a dazzling 
spectacle. Topping that amazing med- 
ley of sound and color, its minarets 
silhouetted against a sky of gold and 
azure, stands the Aya Sophia, built 
to the glory of Divine Wisdom, the 
greatest Christian temple ever ere«i- 
ed, surpassing by far St. Peter's 
church, in Rome, and naturally all 
our western edifices of worship. 

The crescent of Islam rises on the 
main dome. Four hundred years ago 
the golden cross which the Emperor 
Justinian erected there (1,200 pounds 
of gold went into its making), was 
melted down and a half moon made 
out of it, by Mohammed the second. 
Yet inside the mosque, against the 
roof, worked out in that mosaic of 
supreme beauty, there still remains 


the cross. 


Cheapness 
In Buying. 

A thought in reading current ads 
in this paper: Whenever a man de- 
nounces cheapness, he has first made 
his own definition of it. There is 
plenty of excuse for using the word 
ambiguously. Those who have been 
selling at a high price have always 
had a natural inclination to dim the 
reputation of those who were selling 
at a low price by saying. that good 
quality could not go with it. It was 
their only defense, as they took it. 

As there have always been a large 
number of people who wanted to 
charge high prices, and as they were 
often “fine old business gentlemen,” 
speaking in praise of the “good old 
days,” they have always succeeded in 
persuading a certain number of people 
that chceapness was a thing to be 
avoided or even disliked. But cheap- 
ness in its ordinary standard mean- 
ing and apart from these intentionsl 
or unintentional misunderstandings is 
a merit to be sought for his goods by 
every man in business, is a charac: 
teristic to be sought by the customer 
in every purchase. 

Cheapness means that an article is 
well’ worth the price, that it is good 
value. Of two articles of equal gcual-

Loans Decrease. ° 

The actual decline in prices during 
these years is reflected in, and was 
in part brought about by, a very great 
reduction in the loans and investments 
of the banks of the country. In 1926 
these loans and investments were in 
excess of $50,000,000,000. In oe 
they were below $40,000,000,000. 

What we need, and indeed what we 
must have, if prices are to rise to 
anything approaching the 1926 level, 
is a very great increase in the loans 
and investments of the banks of the 
country, with a consequent increase in 
the volume of deposits subject to 
check. In other words,we must look 
to the creation of conditions which 
may be expected to bring about this 
increase, if we are to have a rise in 
prices through the operation of normal 
business influences, 

Confidence Lacking. 


Although cash reserves are quite 
ample to support a greatly enlarged 
credit structure and indeed, a credit 
structure far greater than that of 
1926, the banks of the country are 
not on that account alone in position 
to make a large increase in loans and 
investments. This is because full con- 
fidence in the banks has not yet taken 
the place of that widespread lack of 
confidence in them which compelled 
the closing of all banks at the be- 
ginning of March of this year. 

At this point it is perhaps appro- 
priate to point out that responsibility 
for this lack of confidence, as well as 
for the contraction in bank loans and 
investments, does not rest exclusively 
upon the bankers of the country. The 
condition of banks reflects conditions 
in the community which they serve. A 
_ business situation is reflected in 

weakened banking position. 

For the existing bustness situation 
virtually every one who made business 
decisions during the last 15 years 1s 
more or less responsible.

holdings of these assets.

Another deflationary influence in 
the banking situation has been the 
liquidation of the assets of closed 
banks. The pressure exerted by re- 
ceivers of these banks to collect from 
| borrowers and dispose of investments 
has been very great, tending to check 
_business enterprise and to depress 
values in those sections of the coun- 
try where bank failures have been 
| numerous, : 


Good Use. 


There is now good prospect that the 
assets of banks recently closed will 
be taken over for slow liquidation by 
| the government, some immediate dis- 
'tribugion being made to the depositors 
|in these banks. This is probably th 
most serviceable and pervasive of al! 
of the various means of employing 
'government funds to assist in bringing 
about trade recovery. 


| A considerable portion of the loans 
ordinarily made by banks is made in 
‘the expectation that the borrower will 
|find it possible In the course of time 
‘to reduce his bank loans by the issue 
vf bonds or of additional stock sold 
'to the general public. While there is 
/no reason to suppose that the volume 
'of new issues of securities would have 
‘been, in any circumstances, very con- 
siderable in recent months, it can 
ihardly be questioned that some of the 
_provisions of the securities act must 
prove a serious obstacle to the move- 
'ment of savings through norma] in- 


| vestment channels to the industry of 
ithe country. 


The securities act is here to stay. 
But provisions of the act that are 
clearly burdensome and unreasonable 
should be modified, thus, among other 
advantages, removing one of the ob- 
stacles to an enterprising lending pol- 
icy on the part of the banks. 


Another influence leading the banks 
to maintain themselves in a condition 
of extreme liquidity is uncertainty 
about the currency. If any consider- 
able distrust of the currency develops, 
many depositors will withdraw funds 
from their banks and also seek to bor- 
row on insurance policies in order to 
buy tangible property or equities, to 
say nothing of withdrawals in order 
to find safety in foreign countries.

Merchants’ Protest Brings 
Compromise on Reduction 
for Prompt Payment. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., 
posed action of the city commission 
to abandon the custom of offering 
merchants a 10 per cent discount on 
open door licenses if paid within 30 
days after falling due was compro- 
mised today at 5 per cent when a 


committee of merchants headed by J. 


DuPont Kirven, president of Kirven 
Company, protested the action before 
the board.

City officials in compromising the 
matter at 5 per cent cited the fact 
that all purchases by the municipal 
government have increased in price in 
the same ratio as general commodi- 
ties,

When a bridge p‘ayer is so fortu- 
nate as to pick up a hand containing 
all the aces and a seven-card major 
suit headed by the ace-king-queen-ten, 
he probably should not be greatly 
blamed for assuming that he has a 
fair play for all the tricks.

Sauces Dress Up Puddings for Holiday Meals

Eleanor had great adventures when 
she went marketing. Before her mar- 
riage last summer she had been em- 


ployed in an office and had known 
almost nothing about housekeeping. 

_ When she saw tins of plum and of 
fig pudding on the grocers’ shelves she 


wondered why she couldn’t use those 
for dessert. She asked the grocer. 
“They are fine, just fine. You take 
the unopened tin and heat it for about 
two hours in boiling water, then open 
and serve while steaming hot. All you 
have to do is to make a pudding sauce 
and your dessert is ready.” Eleanor 
purchased two tins. Then she went 


home to study cook books for sauces, 
She planned serving a hard sauce 

with one gor a lemon sauce with 

another or possibly a sterling sauce. 


Here are her recipes: 


For hard sauce she creamed one- 
third cup of butter. Then she added 
slowly, and only a little at a time 1 
cup of sifted confectioners’ sugar.. She 
beat this in until the mixture was 
Satin smooth and free from even the 
Suggestion of grains of sugar. Then 
she added two-thirds teaspoon vanilla 
and a ittle grated nutmeg. She beat 
this and creamed it some more, then 
molded it nicely in a sauce dish and 
set it in the refrigerator to harden. 

The sterling sauce was quite like 
the hard sauce except that it called 
for one-half cup butter, one cup 
brown sugar, two tablespoons wine or 
one teaspoon vanilla and four table- 
spoons cream. The cream and flavor- 
ing had to be added drop by drop, 
with constant creaming going on. 
Then this sauce was molded and 
chilled. 

The lemon sauce was served hot 
over the pudding, She mixed one 
tablespoon cornstarch, a few grains of 
salt with one-half cup sugar. Then 
she added one cup of boiling water 
and cooked the mixture for five min- 
utes. Then she added two table- 
spoons butter, the juice of one lemon 
and the grated rind of a half one.

CRICKET FROG. 
With fingers that were almost stiff 


frog the other afternoon and was 
delighted when a young boy with me 
captured the specimen on the other 
side of the pool. In these days, when 
the cold-blooded land vertebrates have 
retired for the winter in most cases, 
I get a real thrill out of a froglet 
just an inch long. 

A member of the Hylidae, or tree- 
frog family, the cricket frog known 
as Acris gryllus has suffered a real 
degeneration. His digital pads, which 
in his near relatives are so large that 
they easily cling to smooth glass, are 
reduced to the vanishing point, and 
he must live out his life in the grasses 
at the edge of the pond. Never can 
he scfle the heights of a tree and 
look down on the world; he must 
content himself with a few inches’ 
elevation on a grass blade, and a 
slanting one at that. 

Reports in the literature indicate 
that Acris is active all winter in the 
more southern portions of its range. 
I don’t believe that there is a singie 
month in the year that I have failed 
to get specimens of this dainty frog, 
unless it is August. 


a small frog, gray or brown in color, 
with a dark triangle between the eyes, 
you will know that you have had the 
good fortune to find a cricket frog. 
There are other species as small in 
this vicinity and some of them are 
also active in winter. If you ex- 
amine the hind foot, however, and 
find that it has webs between the 
toes, you have Acris. If the webs are 
lacking it is Pseudarcris, or one of 
the swamp cricket frogs, probably 
Pseudacris nigrita. 

Digressing for a moment, I think 
that the old generic name for Pseu- 
dacris is much the better, and it is a 
pity that taxonomie laws forbid its 
use. Chorophilus, if you please, means 
“chorus-loving,” and nothing more apt 
in the way of describing the vocal 
gymnastics of these water sprites has 
ever been described. 

Acris will probably be found most 
abundantly along spring-fed streams 
during the winter. Here there is an 
abundance of food and there is no 
difference in temperature anywhere, 
so they choose these places for win- 
ter homes. When the time comes to 
breed, however, they will move inta 
still water in a lake or swamp. That 
will take place next March. 


Critics of U.S. Monetary Policy 
Assailed by Richard Courts Jr. 


Criticism of the “childish” call of 
a “lot of loud-speakers” for sound 
money and their “ridiculous” warn- 
ings “for us to fear inflation based 
on.the.past experience of other coun- 
tries that had it” was voiced Thurs 
day by Richard Courts Jr., of Courts 
& Co., in an address before members

Explaining that President Roosevelt 
is steering a middle course in adapt- 
ing the policy of inflation to the 
needs of the economic recovery pro- 
gram, Mr. Courts said that critics of 
the president’s monetary —- have 
not suggested any other remedy for 
the situation into which they plunged 
the United States during the years 
of Coolidge, Harding and Hoover rule 
in the White House.” 

“Any. good businessman wants 
sound money and an honest dollar, but 
have you seen any one of these loud- 
speakers who had a plan?” Mr. Courts 
asked. “Have you seen any oue of 
them suggest to Mr. Roosevelt that 
the United States should either can- 
cel ity foreign debts, or lower tariffs 
and permit an unfavorable trade bal- 
a ES “the most rapid recovery 
this country ever saw,” Mr. Courts 
said that the debt and credit situa- 
tion with respect to foreign coun- 
tries had not been corrected, and 
when the too-rapid recovery and price 
rise collapsed last summer it looked 
as if the United States dollar would 
again begin to rise in terms of foreign 
currencies and the same old liquida- 
‘on would start here all over.

purchase of gold in the open market 
and again depreciating the purchasing 
value of the United States dollar. 
The result is that commodity prices 
and general recovery have been main- 
tained,” Mr. Courts said. He added 
that “we are going in the direction 
of currency inflation and the only 
thing that will stop it will be for 
us to devise some means whereby 
debtor countries can build up credits 
here to offset their debits.

BALTIMORE, Md., Dee. 7.—(P)—= 
Contracts for construction, Salldine 
and engineering projects in_ the 16 
southern states during November 
reached a higher total than in any 
month since July, 1930, the Manufac- 
turers Record said today. 

Surpassing the October total by 40 
per cent, November's total valuation

“The new record established in No- 
vember is directly in line with the 
trends based on the all-time high to- 
tal of $178,709,000 of contracts to 
awarded as reported in September, 
the Manufacturers Record said.

THE NATIONAL CITY BANK OF NEW YORK 


In these times the obligation of a commercial bank to its depositors, customers and shareholders is to pursue a 
conservative policy, maintain an adequate degree of liquidity, reduce expenses, and increase reserves. In the eight months 
since I last wrote you we have proceeded on these lines. Expenses, including officers’ salaries, have been and are being 
cut, and methods of operation simplified, with resulting economies and increased efficiency. 

Our Directors feel that the Bank should support the President of the United States in his program of strengthening 
the capital structure of the banks of the country and in his campaign to bring about business and industrial recovery. 
They also feel that we should accept the offer which the Government has made to purchase preferred stock in national 
banks. In connection with this offer the President has said: “I understand the question has been raised in some quarters 
that the Government wants to control the banks through the ownership of preferred stock. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. The Government only wants to help provide banking capital adequate to meet the credit needs of the country, 
and through buying, and lending upon preferred stock and capital debentures, it accomplishes this without undue demands 
(In the case of national banks the Reconstruction Finance Corporation is only authorized to 


and, in addition, unallocated reserves, not appear- 


With the adoption of the plan, the assets of the Bank will be carried at conservative values, and it will be reasonable, 
in my judgment, to expect substantial recoveries with the return of more normal conditions. The book value of our common 
stock on the new basis, including the net worth of the City Bank Farmers Trust Company, but excluding the $40,000,000 
general reserve and any interest in The City Company of New York, Incorporated, (formerly The National City Company), 
will be in excess of $21 per share. 

On the plan becoming effective I expect to recommend the payment on February Ist next of a dividend of 25 cents 
a share on the common stock for the last quarter of the present year. 

It is planned to continue the City Bank Farmers Trust Company as a separate entity, devoted to trust business. 
It has present Capital of $10,000,000., Surplus $10,000,000., and Undivided Profits in excess of $1,500,000. Existing laws 
sanction its continued affiliation with the Bank, provided it becomes a member of the Federal Reserve accent it 
plans to do in the near future. 

You were advised by me last April that a complete separation of operating personnel had taken place between the 
Bank and The National City Company. Since then the latter has removed to other offices, changed its name to The City 
Company of New York, Incorporated, and a separation of directorate has occurred, but, on account of the times, progress 
towards disposing of the Company or of its business and facilities has been slower than was anticipated. Steps to realize 
on the material values which exist will be continued during the period allowed by law. In order that the Trustees who hold 
the stock of the Company, and the Board of Directors of the Company, shall have the requisite power to deal with the 
situation as it may develop, a Consent to the amendment of the Trust Agreement is enclosed for your signature. 

You will also find enclosed a formal notice of the Annual Meeting of the shareholders of the Bank, to be held on 
Tuesday, January 9, 1934. Attached thereto are proposed amendments to the Articles of Association of the Bank which 
set forth, among other things, the terms and provisions of the. new preferred stock. From these you will note that the 
preferred stock is retirable in whole or in part at par and accrued dividends, and that an annual retirement fund is pro- 
vided from earnings. It is not thought that the annual requirements for preferred dividends and the retirement fund 
‘should interfere with reasonable dividends on the common stock even under present conditions. As preferred stock is 
retired, the value of the common stock will correspondingly increase. 

As the Reconstruction Finance Corporation has agreed to purchase the entire $50,000,000 of preferred stock you are 
not obligated in any way, or solicited, to subscribe. However, the Board has directed that such preferred stock be offered 
pro rata, at par and accrued dividends (if any), to the shareholders of record at the close of business on December 15, 1933, 
and that such shareholders shall have the right so to subscribe and pay for such preferred stock up to and including 
January 9, 1934. Subscription forms will be supplied on request. 

Upon completion of the plan you will be asked to send in your present certificates of stock in the Bank to be exchanged, 

3 share, for new common stock certificates. These will bear an indorsement evidencing beneficial interest in the 
City Bank Farmers Trust Company, the capital stock of which (other than Directors’ shares) will continue to be held in 
trust as at present, for the sole benefit of the common shareholders of the Bank. Such new certificates will not bear any 
indorsement with reference to The City Company of New York, Incorporated, although the stock of the latter will continue 
for the time being to be held in trust as heretofore, and also solely for the benefit of the common shareholders. 

The Board of Directors has approved the plan, and recommends to the shareholders that it be made effective. 

The pian requires the approval of two-thirds of all the outstanding shares. Unless you expect to attend the meeting 
you are, therefore, requested to sign the enclosed proxy in order to enable your stock to be voted at the meeting, and also 
the Consent relating to The City Company of New York, Incorporated, and return both promptly in the enclosed envelope.

RATE ON CALL MONEY 
ADVANCED 1 PER CENT 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(4)—The 

official rate for call money was ad- 

vanced to 1 per cent today, a rise of 

1-4 of 1 per cent over the rate which 

had been in effect since August 29, 

last. Firming of the market was at- 

tributed to the usual December shift- 
ing of balances in connection with the 
year-end turnover in money.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(UP)—The 
stock market slowly is approaching 
resistance levels established in Sep-

DULL MARKET. 

Today’s market was rather dull, al- 
though volume exceeded that of Wed- 
nesday, with prices advancing frac- 
tions to more than 2 points. Many is- 
sues again pushed through to new 
1933 highs and building stocks par- 
ticularly were in demand, Johns Man- |= 
ville being the leader in this group. 

Monetary matters apparently have 
been shunted to one side by the Wall 
Street operators, for the same con- 
fusion continues to exist over the gov- 
ernment fiscal policy, But business 
definitely is swinging forward and 
this accounts for the increase of op- 
timism in trading circles. Today’s list 
of dividend declarations was long and 
included several resumptions, a few 
extra dividends, and stockholders prof- 
its for some industries which have 
been hardest hit in the depression 
years. Rails particularly are making 
excellent showings. 


FAVORABLE FACTORS. 


Among the favorable factors con- 
fronting the market are such items as: 

Operations of bullish groups are be- 
coming more noticeable on the floor. 

Money rates firm up indicating 
better demand. 

Business failures drop. 

Merchandising companies continue 
to report sales far in excess of 1932, 
Sears-Roebuck and Montgomery Ward 
leading. 

Gradual improvement in capital in- 
dustries with steel officials more 
cheerful. Youngstown district plans 
to hold operations at 25 per cent of 
capacity for the remainder of the 
year. 

Outside of the possibility of techni- 
cal reaction in the market, unfavor- 
able factors include: 

Continued rumors of French mone- 
tary action with Senator J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis predicting France will be 
off the gold standard in two weeks 
with a return to bimetalism. 

Lack of public participation in the 
market by the publie, as evidenced by 
decline of odd-lot business on the rise. 

Some short positions being taken. 

The continued threat of congression- 
al action plus rate reductions by util- 
ity commissions.
